The flag committee, con­ 
sisting of George Ross and Rob­ 
ert Morris, conferred with Betsy 
Ross at her store in Philadel­ 
phia, and the Quaker City n ee­ 
dlewoman then fashioned the 
l red, white an d blue emblem. 
Presence of the navy ’s grand 
fleet added color to New York’s 
flag day celebration, m arked by 
a parade an d exercises on the 
eighty -sixth floor observatory of 
the Empire State building. Ad- 
; m iral David 
F. Sellers, com-

Czechoslovakia is the first to 
make a suggestion along the line 
indicated in an American n ote to 
G reat B ritain , w hich said the 
United 
States would consider 
“partial pay m en t” in kind. 
Charles A. Davila, Rum an ian

Italy , Estonia, H un ­ 
gary , Latvia, Poland, Yugoslavia 
an d Lithuan ia will send answers 
to the American “please rem it” 
letter before 
tomorrow n ight.

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A total tak delinquency of less 
th an $50,000 in Rush county this 
spring was announced Thursday 
by Homer W. Cole, county treas­ 
urer, following completion of his 
check-up on 
sprin g tax 
pay ­ 
m ents. 
A total of $276,162.43 was paid 
in to the treasurer’s office this 
spring from the fifteen taxin g 
un its of the county while a total 
collection of $325,510 was neces­ 
sary if all curren t an d delinquen t 
taxes were paid. The recen t tax 
collections left the sum of only 
$49 ,348 as represen tin g the total 
tax delinquency for the en tire 
county , according to Mr. Cole. 
In the county tax collections, 
$247,664.14 was paid in curren t 
taxes an d 
$28 ,49 8 .29 in 
delin ­ 
quen t taxes. 
Last fall, when a 
total of $243,8 01.24 was collected 
in taxes by Mr. Cole, there was 
$221,163.58 received in curren t 
taxes an d $22,637.66 in delin ­ 
quents. 
Although part of the increase 
in curren t tax pay m en ts 
over 
last fall may be attributed to a 
higher tax rate, the gain in the 
settlem en t of delinquent taxes 
is an encouraging sign, Mr. Cole 
pointed out. 
Tax pay m en ts by -Rushville 
city residen ts were in a propor­ 
tional increase to th a t shown by 
the county as a whole. Mr. Cole 
announced several day s ago the 
results of tax pay m en ts from 
fourteen of the county ’s taxin g 
units, but it was only this week 
th a t a final compilation was 
made on tax figures from R ush­ 
ville city . 
Nearly a $11,000 gain was reg­ 
istered by Rushville city taxpay ­ 
ers this spring as com pared to 
| last fall, according to the county 
treasurer.
